Shri Hoshiar Singh. Constable, was posted as a Security 
Guard with the Minister of Transport and Railways. On 
the 24th .January. 1967, Dr. Ram Subhag Singh and his party 
visited some villages in Buxer Parliamentary Constituency in 
connection with election campaign. Tn village Began, about 
40 persons held a black flag demonstration and tried to stop 
tlie entry of the party into the village. When the Minister 
and his party insisted on entering the village, the crowd 
became violent and started pelting stones and other missiles 
at the Minister’s car. Some of the miscreants even tried to 
set 'fire to the car. Shri Hoshiar Singh who was also travelling 
in the car immediately got out and scuffled with the crowd 
without caring for his personal safety. He was hit by the 
stones and missiles, but he succeeded in preventing the mob 
from setting the car on fire. He ultimately fell unconscious 
on the ground and sustained injuries to his head and a 
fracture in one of his legs. 

Shri Hoshiar Singh thus showed great courage and pre- 
sence of mind in the discharge of his duties.

Statement of services for which the decoration fuss been 
awarded. 

On the evening of the 20th March, 1968, information Was 
received that the combined gangs of dacoits Chhote Singh 
and Sheobaran Singh were in Kariria village of Morena 
District. A Police force consisting of officers of tho Special 
Armed Force and the District Constabulary was rushed to 
the village. On reaching there, the police party found that 
all except three members of the gangs had escaped-' The 
remaining three dacoits were in a house in the village. 
Twelve policemen were deployed to approach tho hido-out. 
The dacoits did not surrender inspite of warnings. Tiles 
were removed from the roof and hand-grenades were lobbed 
into the house, hut these had no effect as the dacoits moved 
from one room to another. 

At this stage, Sarvashri Babu Singh, Kanhaiyalal and Bal 
Bahadur volunteered to go into the house and deal with the 
dacoits there. The three policemen went from one room to 
another and ultimately found the dacoits in a small room on 
one side of the house. The dacoits suddenly opened fire on 
them at close range and tire policemen, engaged them in a 
fierce gun fight. Shri Babu Singh killed one of the dacoits 
with his T.M.C, but was shot down by the remaining two. 
Theu Shri Kanhaiyalal took up the T.M.C. and saved it from 
falling into the hands of the dacoits. Though badly injured, 
Babu Singh exhorted his men to keep up the fight. Shri 
Kanhaiyalal killed the second dacoit but the third dacoit shot 
him in the head. A desparate fight then ensued between the 
third dacoit and Shri Bal Bahadur who was also badly 
injured. Shri Bal Bahadur continued fighting and ultimately 
killed the third dacoit. 

In this incident, all three Police Officers, namely, Shri Babu 
Singh. Shri Kanhaiyalal and Shri Bal Bahadur displayed 
conspicuous gallantry and outstanding devotion to duty.

Provided that Emergency Commissioned Officers/Short 
Service Commissioned Officers commissioned in the Armed 
Forces after 1st November, 1962, who were released prior to 
1968 shall be eligible to appear at this examination in 
accordance with the provisions of Rule 10. 
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Note 1, — Tor the purpose of these Rules, “release" 
means ; 

(i) actual release according to a phased programme in 
lhe cn»e of Emergency Commissioned Officers, 

(ii) actual release at the end of the tenure of their 
service in the case of Short Service Commissioned 
Officers. 

(iii) iuvalidment owing to a disability attributable to or 
aggravated by .military service, from the Armed 
Forces after a spall of service, and not during or 
at the end of training, or during or at the end of 
Slioi t Seivice Commission granted to cover the 
period of such training prior to being taken in 
actual service, nor does it cover cases of officers 
released on account ot misconduct, or inefficiency 
or at their own request. 

Note 2. — The candidature of a person is liable to be 
cancelled, if after submitting his application, he is granted 
permanent Commission in the Armed Forces, or he resigns 
from the Armed Forces, or he is released therefrom on 
account of misconduct, inefficiency or at his own request. 


No re 3 —Engineers and Doctors employed under the 
Central Government or State Governments or Government 
owned industrial undertakings who are required to serve in 
the Armed Forces for a minimum prescribed period under 
the Compulsory Liability Scheme and who are granted Short 
Service Commission under the relevant rules during the period 
ot such seivice will not be eligible for admission, to this 
examination. 

Not f 4. — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces and cal'cd upon for temporary service will not be 
eligible for admission to this examination. 

6. Subject to the provisions of these Rules, all Ex-Service- 
men will be eligible to appear at this examination. 

Note. — For the purpose of these, Rules, “Ex- Servicemen" 
moan,s a person who has served in any rank (whether as a 
combatant or not) in the Armed Forces of the Union for a 
continuous period of six months and who has been released 
Otherwise than by way of dismissal or discharge on account 
of misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation.— For the purposes of these Rules, “Armed 
Forces of the Union” shall include the Armed Forces of the 
former Indian States but does not include members of the 
following Forces, namely : — - 


(a) Assam Rifles; 

(b) Lok Sahayak Sena; and 

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force. 
7. (1) A candidate mast be either: — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 


(d) ft subject of Bhutan, or 

(c) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

if) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from. 
Pakistan Burma, Ceylon and East African countries 
of Konya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with 
the intention of permanently settling in India. 


Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d). 
(cl and (f) above shall, be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government ot 
India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be neoessary in 
the case of candidate** belonging to any one o£ the following 
categories : — 

t i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have ordina- 
rily been residing in India since then; 

till Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on 
<a) or after The nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have 
got themselves registered as citizens under Article 
6 of thd Constitution; 


(iij) Noncitizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz,. 26th 
January, 1950, and who have continued 'in ' such 
service since then. Any such person who re-entered 
or may re-enter such service with break after the 
26th January, 1950, will, however, require certifi- 
cate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(e), (d) and (c) above will not be eligible for appointment 
to the indian Foreign Service (0) — (Grade 11 of the Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre ) . 

(2) A candidate in whos c case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being given to him by the Government. 

8(A) An Emergency Commissioned Officor/Short Service 
Commissioned Officer, seeking admission to the examination 
under rule 5 above, must not have attained the age of 24 
years on the 1st January of the year in which he joined the 
prc-Commission training in the Armed Forces or got the 
Commission (where there was only post-Commission train- 
ing). 

(B) 'the nge limit of 24 years wilt be relaxablc up to the 
age of 35 years in respect of such of the Emergency Com- 
missioned Officers/Short Service Commissioned Officers as 
had been regularly appointed a- Stenogiaphers (including 
language Stciiographcrs)/Clei ks/Stenotypists in the various 
Departments/ Offices of the Government of India and had 
rendered not less than 3 yeais continuous service as Steno- 
graphers (including language Stenographer ) /Clcrk/StenOtypist 
on the 1st January of the year in which they joined the pre- 
Commission, training or got the Commission (where there 
was. only post Commission training) and would have so con- 
tinued but fur joining the Armed Forces, or have rendered 
on 1st January, 1969, not less than 3 years continuous ser- 
vice as regularly appointed Stenographers (including language 
Stenographers )/CIcrfcs/Stenotypists in the various Depart- 
ments/offices of the Government ol India and continue to be 
so employed. 

Provided that the above age relaxation will not be avail- 
able to persons appointed as Stenographers, on, the basis of 
earlier examinations, held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission. in 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service: or 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat .Stenographers’ Service; 

or 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (R); or 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers' Service. 

Note. — Service rendered by R.M.S. Sorters employed in 
Subordinate offices of P, At T. Department shall be treated as 
service rendered in the grade of Clerk for purpose of Rule 
8(B) above. 

(C) An Eye- Serviceman ■yf eking admission to the examina- 
tion under rule 6 above, must have attained on 1st January, 
1969, the age of 18 years and must not have attained- 'an 
age exceeding 24 years by more than bis total service in the 
Armed Forces increased by three years. 

(D) The upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 
further relaxabje ; — 

(i) up to maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bom fide displaced person from East Pakistan 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st January,

belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and K also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Ceylon and has migrated to Indin on or after 
1st November. 1964. under the Indo-Ceylon Agree- 
ment Of October, 1964; 

(vli) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
Is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Din; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(lx) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June. 
1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
lift June, 1963; 

(xl) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; and 

(xll) up to a maximum of eight years In the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and. released as a consequence there- 
of, who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

(E) The age limit prescribed in sub-para (A) above wilt 
also be relaxabie : — 

(i) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate who 
Joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training) in 1963, Is a bona 
fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(11) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
who joined the pre-Commission training In the 
Armed Forces or got the Commission (where there 
was only post-Commission training) In 1963, 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
Pakistan; 

(iii) up to maximum of four years if a candidate, who 
ioined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training) in 1963 or 1964 or 
1965, is a resident of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands; and 

(lv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate, 
who joined the pre-Commission training, In the 
Armed Forces, or got the Commission (where there 
was only post-Commission training) in 1963 or 
1964 or 1965, Is an Indian citizen and is a repu 
triate from Ceylon, 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE. THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED. 

NJd. — (1) The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 8(B) above, is liable to be cancelled, if after submitting 
his application, he resigns from service or his services arc 
terminated by his department, either before or after taking 
the examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible 
if he is retrenched from the service or post after submitting 
his application. 

(ii) A Stenogiaphcr (including language Stenographer)/ 
Clerk/Stenotypist uho was on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority at the time ol

10 Subiect to the provisions of these Rules, a candidate 
seeking admission to the examination, under Rule 5, must 
lake the examination held in the year of his release and In 
the year following the year of his release us his first and 
second chances, respectively. 

Provided that a candidate released prior to 1969 may take 
the examination lo be held in 1969 as his first chance.

(vi) Tenth Class Certificate from a recognised Higher 
Secondary School or from a recognised school pre- 
paring students for the Indian School Certificate 
Examination; 

(vii) Junior Examination of the Jamia Millia Islamia. 
Delhi in the case of bona fide resident students of 
the Jamia only; 

(viii) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(ix) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education. Jadavpur, West Bengal (since 
inception); 

fx) the following French Examination of Pondidcherry : 

(i) ‘Brevet Elementalre’ (11) Brevet d’Enselgnement 
Primalre de Langue Jndienne’ (iii) Brevet 
D’etudes du Premier Cycle’ (iv) ‘Brevet 
D’Enseignement Primaire Supericur de Langue 
Indieime’ and (v) ‘Brevet de I angue Indieune 
(Vernacular). 

(xi) Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(xii) Higher Education Test of the Indian Navy; 

(xiii) Advanced Class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(xiv) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(xv) Certificale granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(xvi) Secondary School Certificates granted by the Board 
of Secondary Education at Comilla/Rajshahl/ 
Khulna in East Pakistan; 

(xvii) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the Gov- 
ernment of Nepal; 

(xviii) An g'o- Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma); 

(xix) Burma High School Final Examination Certificate; 

(xx) Anglo-Vernacular High School Examination of the 
Fducation Department. Burma (Pre-war); 

(xxi) Post-War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(xxii) the 'Vin.ll’ examination of the Gujarat Vidyapith, 
Ahmedabad; 

(xxiii) Pass in the 5th Year of ‘Lyceum’ a Portuguese quali- 
fication in Goa. Daman and Diu; 
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(xxiv) General Certificate of Education Examination of 
Ceylon at ‘Ordinary’ level provided it Is passed In 
six subjects including English and Mathematics and 
either Sinhalese or Tamil: 

(xxv) General Certificate of Education Examination of the 
Associated Examination Boards, London at ‘Ordi- 
nary’ Level provided it is passed in five subjects in- 
cluding English; and 

(xxvi) The Junior/Secondary Technical School Examina- 
tion conducted by any of the State Boards of 
Technical Education, 

Note 1 . — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which woutd render him eligible to 
appear at this examination but has not been informed of the 
result may apply for admission, to the examination. A can- 
didate who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination 
may also apply provided, the qualifying examination is com- 
pleted before the commencement of this examination. Such 
candidates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but the admission would bo deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof Of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and In 
any case not. later than two months after the commencement 
of this exmaination. 

Note 2.—- In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate who has not any of the 
foregoing qualifications, as a qualified candidate, provided 
that he has passed examinations conducted by other Institu- 
tions, the standard of which in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion justifies his admission to the examination, 

12. (a)No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void by reason of its taking place 
during the Hfe-tlme of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services/posts, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless the Government of India, after being satisfied that 
there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any male 
candidal© from the operation of this rule. 

(bjNo female candidate whose marriage is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who has married a person who has a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to any of the Services/posts, appointments to which are 
made on the result of this competitive examination unless the 
Government of Tndia. after being satisfied that there are 
special grounds for doing so. exempt any female candidate 
from the operation of this rule. 

(c) A person married to a foreign national sh'all not be 
eligible for appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (B). 

(d) A person with more than three children will not be 
eligible for appointment to I.F.S, (B). 

13. A candidate serving in the Armed Forces must submit 
hi# application for this examination to the Officer Command- 
ing of his unit who will forward it to the Union Public 
Service Commission, 

All other candidates in Government service must submit 
their applications for this examination to their Head of 
department or office concerned who will forward It to the 
Union Public Service Commission. 

14. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service/past. A candidate who after such medical exami- 
nation, as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is 
found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint- 
ed. Only such candidates as are likely to be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

Note.— I n the case of the disabled ex-Defence Services 
sonnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will b c considered 
adequate for the purpose of appointment. 

15. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

16. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate Of admission from the Commis- 
sion, 


17. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain, sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

18. A candidate who is or Ims been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents cvr documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or- attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall, or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, or of being found to have in his pos- 
session or accessible to him unauthorised papers, books or 
notes etc. in the examination hall may, in addition to render- 
ing himself liable to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period : — 

0) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(il) by the Central Government from employment 
under them. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate rules, if he is already In service under 
Government. 

19. After the examination — 

(a) the candidates competing for Services/posts includ- 
ed in Category I will be arranged by the Commis- 
sion in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; 
and in that ordeT so many candidates as are found 
by the Commission to be qualified by the examina- 
tion shall be recommended for appointment; and 

f b) the candidates competing for Services/posts includ- 
ed in Category II will ba arranged by the Commis- 
sion in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; 
and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the Commission to be qualified by the examina- 
tion shall be recommended for appointment with 
due regard to the number of vacancies available to 
be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified by 
the Standard prescribed by the Commission for any Service/ 
post is declared by them to be suitable for appointment 
thereto with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency 
of administration, shall be recommended for appointment to 
vacancies reserved for members of the Scheduled Caste# and 
the Scheduled Tribes as the case may be, 

20. (a) If on the result of the examination a sufficient 
number of qualified candidates is not available to fill the 
vacancies reserved for released Emergency Commissioned 
Officers/Short Service Commissioned Officers in Category I 
Services/posts and for .Ex-servicemen in Category II Ser- 
vices/posts, the unfilled vacancies shall be filled in the 
manner prescribed by the Government in this behalf from 
time to u'me. 

(b) If the number of qualified candidates is larger than 
the number of vacancies reserved for released Emergency 
Commissioned Officers/ Short Service Commlssoned Officer#, 
the names of those who are not appointed shall be kept on 
the waiting list(s) for appointment against the quota of 
vacancies reserved for them in the succeeding year(s). 

21. Due consideration will be given to the preferences ex- 
pressed by a candidate at the time of his application (c.f. 
pax# 4 of the Commission’s Notice and Col. 24 of the appli- 
cation form), hut a candidate may be assigned to any Ser- 
vice/post included in the Category (cf. rule 1) in respect 
of which he has been admitted to the examination. 

22. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion, and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result, 

23. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry 
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as may be considered necessary, that the candidate Is suit- 
able in all respects for appointment to the Service/post. 

24. Brief particulars relating to the Services/ posts to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination, are given 
in Appendix II.

APPENDIX I 

1. The competitive examination comprises : 

(a) Written examination in two subjects as shown in 
para 2 below carrying a maximum, of 200 marks. 

(b) Shorthand tests in English as shown ini Para 31 below, 
for those who qualify at the written examination, 
carrying a maximum of— 

(i) 300 marks in the case of Ex-Servicemen; and 

(ii) 250 marks in the case of Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers/Short Service Commissioned 
Officers. 

(c) Evaluation of Record of Service in the Armed 
Forces for Emergency Commissioned Officers/Short 
Service Commissioned Officers, who qualify at the 
written examination, carrying a maximum of 5Q 
marks, 

2. The subjects of the written examination, the time allow- 
ed and the maximum marks allotted to each subject will be 
as follows : 

Subject Time allowed Maximum Mdrks 

( i ) English 3 hours 100 

(ii) General Knowledge 3 hours 100 

3. (i) Candidates wiLl be given, two dictation tests in 
English, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes, and 
another at 100 words per minute for ten. minutes, which 
they will be required to transcribe in 45 and 50 minutes, res- 
pectively, 

(ii) Candidates who satisfy the minimum qualifying 
standard in the dictation at 120 words per minute will rank 
above the candidates who obtain the same standard in the 
dictation at 100 words per minute, persons in each group 
being arranged Inter se in order of their merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate. 

(iii) Candidates will be required to transcribe their short- 
hand notes on typewriters, and for this purpose they will be 
required to bring their own typewriters with them. 

4. The syllabus for the written examination will bo as 
shown in the schedule to this Appendix; and the question 
papers for the wiitten examination will be the same as for 
the corresponding subjects in the scheme of the regular 
Stenographers’ Examination which will be held concurrently. 

J. Ail question papers must be answered in English. 

6. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they be allowed the .help of a scribe 
to write down answers for them. 

7. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all subjects of the examination. 

8. Only those candidates who obtain such minimum quali- 
fying marks in the written test as may be fixed by the Com- 
mission in their discretion will be called for shorthand test. 

9. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial know- 
ledge. 

10. Deduction up to 5 per cent of tire maximum marks for 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 

11. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression, combined with due economy of words is all 
subjects of the examination, 

SCHEDULE 

Standard and syllabus of the examination 

Note— The standard of the question papers in Part A will 
be approximately that of the Matriculation examination of an 
Indian University, 


English. — The paper will be designed to test the candidates' 
knowledge of English Grammar and Composition, and 
generally their power to understand and ability to write 
correct English, Account will be taken of arrangement, general 
expression and workmanlike use of the language. The paper 
may include questions on essay writing; precis writing; draft- 
ing, correct use of wards; essay, idioms and prepositions; 
direct and indirect speech, etc. 

General Knowledge . — Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Five Year Plans, Indian History and Culture, general 
and economic geography of India, current events, everyday 
science and such matters of every day observation as may 
be expected of an educated person. Candidates’ answer* are 
expected to show their intelligent understanding of the ques- 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any text book, 

APPENDIX II 

Brief particulars relating to the Services/posts to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination. 

A, The Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 

The Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service has at pre- 
sent two grades as follows ; — 

Grade I. — Rs. 350—25 — 650 (Persons promoted from 
Grade II are allowed a minimum salary of Rs. 400 

in this scale). 

Grade II.— Rs. 210— 10— 270^-15— 300 — E.Bj~15— 

450— E.B.— 20— 530, 

(2) Persons recruited to Grade II of the Servicei will be on 
probation for a period of two years. During this period, they 
may be required to undergo such training and to pass such 
examinations as may be prescribed by Government. 

(3) On the conclusion of the period of probation. Govern- 
ment may confirm the person concerned in his appointment 
or, if his work or conduct, in the opinion of Government, has 
been unsatisfactory, he may either be discharged from the 
Service or his period of probation may be extended for such 
further period as Government may think fit. 

(4) Persons, recruited to Grade II of the Service will be 
posted to one of the Ministries or Offices participating in the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Scheme. They may, 
however, at any time be transferred to any other such Ministry 
or office. 

(5) Persons recruited to Grade 11 of the Service will be 
eligible for promotion to the next higher grade in accordance 
with the rules in force from time to lime in this behalf. 

(6) Persons appointed to Grade II of the Service In 
pursuance of their option for that service will not after 
such appointment have any claim for transfer or appointment 
to any post included in the Cadre of the Indian Foreign 
Service (B) or the Railway Board Secretariat Service Scheme. 

Note. — The Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Is 
being reorganised. 

B, Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 

(a) The service conditions of Stenographers employed In 
the Ministry of Railways so far as recruitment, training, 
promotion, etc. are concerned, are regulated by the Railway 
Board’s Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Scheme, which is 
on the lines of the Central Secretariat Stenographers' Servico 
Scheme. 

(b) The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
consists of the following two grades. 

(i) Stenographers’ Grade I — Rs. 350-25-650. 

(ii) Stenographers’ Grade II — Rs. 210-10-270-15-300- 
EB-15-450-EB-20-530. 

Direct recruitment is mttde in Grade II only. The posts 
in Grade I are filled by promotion from amongst Grade H 
Stenographers, Grade II Stenographers on promotion to 
Grade I are allowed a minimum pay of Rs. 400 per month. 

Grade I Stenographers are also considered for promotion as 
Section Officers in accordance with the rules in force from 
time to time against the quota reserved for them. 

(c) The Railway Board’s Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
is confined to the Ministry of Railways and the staff are not 
liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the Central Secre- 
tariat Stenographers' Service. 
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(d) Officers of the Railway Board's Stenographers' Service 
recruited under these rules : 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits; and 

(ii) shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Railway 
Provident Fund under the rules of that fund as are 
applicable to Railway servants-appointed on the date 
they join service. 

(e) The stall employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitled to the privilege of passes and privilege ticket orders 
on the same scule as are admissible to other Railways Staff. 

(f) As legards leave and other conditions of service, staff 
included in the Railway Board's Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service are treated in the same way as other Railway staff 
but in the matter of medical facilities they will be governed 
by tules applicable to other Central Government employees 
with headquarters at New Delhi. 

C. Indian l oreign .Service (D) — Oracle II of the Stenographers’ 

Sub-cadre 

The scale of Grade II of the SSC of the Indian Foreign 
Service (B) is Rs. 210 — 10 — 270 — 15 — 300 — EB — 15 — 450— 
EB — 20—530, The officers appointed to Grade II of the SSC 
of the l.F.S. (Branch 'B') will be .governed by the I.F.S. 
Branch 'B' (RCSF) Rules 1964. I.F.S. (PLCA) Rules. 1961 
as made applicable to I.F.S. ‘B’ officers and such other rules 
and orders as may be made applicable to them by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

The Indian Foreign Service Branch (B) is confined to the 
Mimsii-y of External Affairs and Indian Missions abroad. 
The officers appointed to this service are normally not liable 
to transfer to other Ministries except the Ministry of Com- 
merce. They are, however, liable to be posted abroad against 
the posts borne on the strength of other Ministries and also 
liable to be posted to International Commissions etc. They 
are liable to serve anywhere in India or outside India, includ- 
ing non-family stations. 

During service abroad 1FS(B) officers are granted foreign 
allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates which may 
be sanctioned from time to time, depending upon the cost 
of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addition, the 
following concessions are also admissible during service 
abroad, in accordance with the IPS (PLCA) Rules, 1961, as 
made applicable to IFS(B) Officers: — 

(i) Free furnished accommodation according to the 
scale proscribed by the Government. 

(li) Medical Attendance Facilities under the assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme. 

(iii) Annual return air passage for children between the 
ages of 8 and 18. studying in India to visit their 
parents during the long vacation subject to certain 
conditions. 

(iv) An allowance for the education of children up to a 
maximum of two children between the ages of 5 
and 18 at rates prescribed by Government from 
time to time. 

(v) Outfit allowance in connection with service abroad, 
in accordance with the prescribed rules and at rates 
fixed by Government from time to time. In addi- 
tion of ordinary outfit allowance, special outfit 
allowance is admissible to officers posted in coun- 
tries. where abnormally cold climatic conditions 
exist. 

(vi) Home leave passage for officers and their families 
in accordance with the prescribed rules. 

The revised leave Rules, 1933 as amended from time to 
time will apply to members of the service, subject to certain 
modifications. For service abroad, except in some neigh- 
bouring countries, officers, are entitled to an additional 
credit of leave to the extent of 50 per cent of leave admis- 
sible under the Revised Leave Rules. 

While in India. Officers are entitled to such concessions 
as are admissible to other Central Government Servants of 
equal and similar status. 

Officers of the IPS (B) are governed by the General Provi- 
dent Fund (Central Services) Rules 1960, as amended from 
tiifi'e to time and by orders issued thereunder 
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Officers appointed to this service are governed by the 
Liberalised Pension Rules. 195Q, as amended from time to 
time and by orders issued thereunder, 

D. Election Commission, India 

The post of Stenographers in the Election Commission 
carry a scale of pay of Rs. 210—10 — 270—15 — 300 — FB — - 
15 — 450 — EB — 20—530 like the post of Stenographers in the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. These posts are. 
however, not included in the Central Secretariat Stenographers' 
Service Scheme and tho persons appointed to these posts will 
have no claim to be appointed in posts included in the cadre 
of the Central Secretariat Service. 

D. Election Commission, India 

The posts of Senior Stenographets in the Department of 
Tourism are sanctioned in the revised scale of Rs. 210 — 10 — 
290 — 15 — 320 — EB — 15 — 425 and belong to General Central 
Service Class II (Non-Gazetted )■ — Ministerial, Senior Steno- 
graphers with at least five years service are eligible for pro- 
motion in the post of personal Assistant In the pay scale of 
Rs. 320 — 15—470 — EB — 15—530. Candidates appointed on 
the results of this examination will ordinarily be required to 
serve in the Headquarters establishment of the Department 
but may be required to serve any where in India.

1. FINANCIAL RESULTS : 

(a) Port Fund : The revenue receipts (excluding Pilotage 
and special receipts) during the year amounted to Rs. 377.38 
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lakhs as compared to Rs. 254.85 lakhs during 1966-67. The 
increase in revenue Is accounted for by substantial Increase 
in the traffic passing through the Port. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contributions to the Reserve Fund and Capital 
Account) during the year undeT review was Rs, 242,37 lakhs 
as against Rs. 199,91 lakhs in 1966-67, 

During the year, a contribution of Rs. 25.19 lakhs was 
made to the Capital Account. The contributions made to 
various Reserve Funds during the year are Indicated 
below : —

(b) Pilotage Account : The gross income and expendi- 
ture during the year were Rs. 15.62 lakhs and Rs. 5.90 lakhs, 
respectively.

(d) Debt : The aggregate of debt charges incurred during 
the year under review amounted to Rs. 38.36 lakhs as against 
Rs, 32.32 lakhs in the preceding year. The total Capital 
debt of the Port at the close of the financial year stood at 
Rs. 448.05 lakhs (as against Rs, 396.81 lakhs at the end of 
1966-67), out of which a sum of Rs. 350.64 lakhs was due 
to the Government of India, Rs. 57.61 lakhs to the Algemene 
Bank, Neder lands, and the balance to the Government of 
Kerala. 

2. TRAFFIC 

(a) Trade : The total traffic Dandled by the Port was the 
highest so far, viz. 54.25 lakh tonnes as against 36.70 lakh 
tonnes last year. Imports accounted for 37.32 lakh tonnes 
as against 30.72 lakh tonnes in the previous year. Exports, 
excluding bunkers, amounted to 16.92 lakh tonnes as against

(b) Shipping : The number of vessels, excluding sailing 
vessels, which entered the port during 1967-68 was 1209 
with a total NRT of 53.02 lakhs.

3. CAPITAL EXPENDITURE : 

The total expenditure on Capital Account during the year 
was Rs, 97.27 lakhs. Some of the Important works com-

No. 3-T(49)/68. — Long distance road traffic ha* grown 
steadily in the last few years and it is expected to develop 
further In the Fourth Five-Year-Plan. Such traffic would 
benefit if certain basic amenities are provided at convenient 
places on Important routes. These facilities may include 
lodging and boarding, refuelling, servicing and repair, first 
aid, telephone, rest room facilities etc. The matter was 
considered at the seventh meeting of the Transport Develop- 
ment Council held at Mysore in June, 1968. It was decided 
that a small Study Group should be set up, consisting of 
representatives of State Governments, Department of Tourism 
and oil and tyre companies to formulate a concrete pro- 

f ramme of providing way-side facilities on the National and 
late Highways. 

2. The Government of India have accordingly decided to 
constitute a Study Oroup consisting of the following : —
